This paper is filed in response to the Restriction Requirement dated March

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I. INTRODUCTION 

Claims 1-95 are under consideration in the present application. 

II. RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the Office Action, the Examiner states that certain species of claims of 
above-identified application are allegedly distinct from one another. For such reason, 
the Examiner believes that the restriction of claims is proper, and now requires 
Applicant to elect one of the following species: 

Group I: claims 1-80, 94 and 95, allegedly drawn to Interferometric 

apparati and corresponding methods; and 
Group II: claims 81-93, allegedly drawn to a system for determining 

particular data associated with at least one structure and 

composition of a tissue, a corresponding method, and a 

corresponding storage medium. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, i.e., claims 1-80, 94 and 95 without 
traverse, for prosecution in the above-identified application, and reserve the right to 
pursue the non-elected claims in this application and/or one or more applications 
claiming priority from the present application. 

Accordingly, the Restriction Requirement contained in the Office Action is 
now moot, and should therefore be withdrawn.
